be located and defeated.

Since these telegrams left onjWednes- 


day npthing. apparently, has reached 
Xiourenzo Marquez by telegraph from 
Pretbria. Possibly the wires have been 
cut. Possibly the Boer censorship at 
some intermediate point intercepts tele- 
grams. 


Although the war office has not re- 


ceived a word about it, London harbors 
the ides that the Boer capital is already 
in the hands of the British or about to 
be there. The possession of Johannes- 
burg, at all events, as Lord Boberts has 
telegraphed, is a fact. State's Attorney 
Smuts did riot depart "with President 
IKruger, but remained in Pretoria.

When this concentration takes 
place theo will be possibly *0,000 men, 
who-may hold out for a time, with scat- 
tered bands of guerrillas elsewhere.

CHOLERA KILLS BY HUNDREDS. 


Unusually Severe Epidemic ^ jjndi,,;,

London, Jane 1.—The Daily Expr—IE 


has the following from Bombay: "An 
unprecedentedly severe 
epidemic 
o£ 


cholera has broken out in tl>e north- 
ern, districts of Bombay presidency, 
especially in the famine camps. The 
deaths have increased 40 per cent w;th- 
in three days. 
In the Kaira district 


there have been 1,330 deaths in seven 
days. 
The government has' made a 


special grant of £61,000 to cremate the 
dead immediately. In Palanpur state 
on the first day there was one death, 
on the second there were eighty-four 
and on. the third th-ere were upward 
of 400. The swiftness of the infection 
was due to the fact that the first death 
wa,s near the. only tavailabje wa'ter sup- 
ply. 
The germs were thus carried all 


over the camp. In the city of Bombay 
there,have ibeen sixty-seven deaths in 
the last seven days." 


POLICEMAN CRANE 


DIED THIS MORNING 


First Detachment of Members of the 


St. Louis Posse Report for Cuty 


Fully Armed.

gram J—Policeman Dennis Crane died 
this morning as a result of the double 
load of buckshot fired into him at mid- 
night by Arthur Koenig, a union sym- 
pathizer, who in turn was killed by Pa- 
trolman Maher.

He drank heavily 
and deliberately shot Crane leaninir 
against a wall in the distance. He was 
chased into a saloon where he was 
killed.

Koonig 
replied that lie would do nothing of 
the sort, and when the officer grappled 
with him in an effort to disarm him 
the man brought the weapon, to his 
shoulder, and, aiming it at Craue, 
pulled the trigger. The officer sank 
to the ground unconscious.

Maher was near by, and, running up 
to Koenig, demanded his surrender. 
Koenig made a threatening movement 
and Maher shot him, killing him in- 
stantly.

Revilals 100 Years Ago. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 1 — It ie just 


one hundred years since the first camp 
meeting originated. It was the result 
of the most phenomenal wave of re- 
ligious enthusiasm which ever swept 
over America. It /began in Kentucky 
and Tennessee and the phenomenon, 
which was known as "the jerks" seems 
to have been fully authenticated 
No 


building then erected could accommo- 
date the crowds that concentrated from 
all parts of the adjacent country. This 
necessitated the camp meeting. 


In 1799 a sacramental meeting was 


held in the 
old Bed Biver Baptist 


church, near Port Royal. Elders Hodge, 
Bankin, McGready and John McGee 
were .-present, 
After a ferver.t address 


by Elder Hodge the euiotiona of the 
vast crowd became uncontrollable, 
'i 


Two nged ladiee, Mrs. Peacely and 


Mrs. Clark, commenced tremendous! v 
vociferating ' sentiments 
of 
praise. 


Despite the attempt of the preacher 
to continue [singing, the shouting in- 
creased. 
I 


The minister descending, from the 


pulpit, passed along the isles vehement- 
ly exhorting. 
The clamor and con- 


fusion increased tenfold; screams for 
mercy were mingled with shouts of joy; 
a universal agitation pervaded the multi- 
tude. " Suddenly individuals began to 
fall prostrate to the floor as if dead 
where they lay for some time uncon- 
scious and unable to rise. 


The elders were so surprised and as 


toniehed that they retired for a confer- 
ence. They concluded that 
nothing 


could be done, arguing if it were the 
work of the devil it could not last, and 
if of God, any 2ffbrt to control it .would 
be vain. 


They re-entered the house and found 


nearly the entire congregation on the 
floor. Two or three 'began to rise, 
shouting praise for the evidence of sing 
forgiven. Tho excitement was so in- 
tense that the preachers oould hot at- 
tend the demands upon them. Hund- 
reds professed to have been converted 
that day. 


This was the beginning of the relig- 


ious movement which, on account of the 
strange bodily exercise and agitations 
attending upon it, was looked upon as 
the most wonderful event of the times. 


Peter Cartwright looked upon the 


jerks as a judgment sent from God to 
bring tinners to repentance. 
Lorenzo 


Dow preached in Knoxville in 1805, 
when about 150 , of his congregation 
»ere affected with the jerks. He .eays: 
"I have seen all denominations of re- 
ligion exercised with the jerka. I have 
passed » meeting' house where I observ- 
ed -the undergrowth, had been cut for 
campmeeting and from fifty to a hund- 
red saplings were left . breast high on 
purpose for the people to hold on by. 
i 


"I observed where they held on they 


had kicked up the earth as a horse 
stamping flies." His opinion was that 
the jerking was "entirely involuntary 
and not to be accounted for on any 
known principle." 
Hundreds of thous- 


ands of people were effected in what was 
then the western part of America. This 
tidal wave of religion lasted seven years 
before it began to wane. 


The denominational churches of the 


south have arranged that all their pro- 
tracted meetings in .1900 shall be held 
as camp meetings wherever possible, in 
celebration of the centecary of this 
phenomenal revival.

Count of Uncle Sam's Seventy-five 


to Eighty Millions of Citizens — 
Experts Say Results Will Prove 
This 
the Greatest 
of Civilized 


Nations, 


Washington, June 1—Before leaving 


his office last night Cotnmander-in-Chief 
Merriam of the army of the census had 
piled upon his desk 297 telegrams. 
They were from his brigade chiefs scat 
tered throughout forty-five states and 
five territories 
These dispatches car- 


ried but one message, 'and it read: 
"We are ready to move." 
.. This morning, 
therefore, the 297 


brigades advanced upon the enemy's 
front. It is a bold attack —55,000 raw 
recruits against 75,000,000 of people. 
But BO well organized is the army of the 
census that General Merriam confident- 
ly believes that thirty days hence the 
last of the toe will have been rc-ur)d,ed. 
up, catechized, described, listed and pa- 
roled fop another ten years. 


Looks like a Big Army

This morning G2,GOO census enumera- 


tors 'start upon their rounds 
Two 


hundred and ninety-seven supervisors 
have them in charge. In addition to 
the staff here at headquarters four chief 
inspectors are out on the road and more 
than 2,000 special agents are also 
pre- 


pared^to jump into their designated 
fields of inquiry. 


It looks like a big army, and is big- 


ger than any army the Boera have had 
in the field in South Africa. But this is 
a big country. If any man has hither- 
to failed fully to appreciate its grandeur 
he should be duly impressed by. the fact 
that it will take 55,000 men a montn to 
simply^enumerate our great American 
population. 


This end of the century census, the 


twelfth which Uncle Sam has taken ia 
expected to show that the United States 
is today.the greatest, the most popu- 
lous, the richest, the most 'prosperous 
and the most rapidly, growing modern 
nation.: 


About Seventy-five Million. 


The experts'have already figured out 


that the total population will leap from 
62,000,000 in 1890 to between 75,000,000 
and 76.000,000 in 1900. 


Marshall, the English statistician, Isst 


fall figured the population of the United 
States June 1, this year at 77,300,000. 
The-treaeury .experts make it still higher. 
Census Director Merrimau has estimated 
seventy-three or seventy-four millions 
but for obvious reasons he ia conserva- 
tive. ' 


There are experts-here who are willing 


to wager that the grand total when 
finally wound up will not be over 76,- 
000,000 nor under 65,000,000. It will 
beat the civilized world. Germany has 
only two-thirds as many people, Franca 
and Great Britain only a little over half 
as^many.

were killed by an explosion of dyna- 
mite in the home of William Broehm 
at* Forest Junction, about eight miles 
from Brlllios.

' .part of the 'dwelling waa scattered all 
over the ground many yards distant, 
jand the main part' of the house was 
Sadly wrecked.

«in the ground was either killed or in- 
jured It is next to impossible to get a

The well was being shot by the Humes 
Torpedo company, which had lowered 
:fifty quarts of nitroglycerin into the 
•drilling. One of the workers who was 
.at a safe distance said: "The jack 
isquib was blown out nnexploded and 
lodged under the derrick. Meantime 
•±he nitroglycerin exploded hundreds of 
•jfeet underground 
as usual without 


•damage, and when its explosion was 
lieard the crowd rushed in under the 
•derrick to s«e the gush of oil, and 
-while the crowd was there the jack 
squib exploded among them. This jack 
squib had. a ' ••low protected fuse and 
-went off on time, but on the outside of 
rthe well instead of In it. ' The employes 
of the driller and the Marietta Gly- 
cerin company remained at a safe dis- 
tance from force of habit for some 
lime, although they had no expecta- 
tion of another explosion. 
None of 


them was hurt. They begged the oth- 
ers in vain not to rush up to the der- 
•rick. 
All those who were killed or 


.injured were interested in the well and 
-wanted to see how it would gush, or 
•they were .visiting farmers."

and a great quantity of rolling stock 
were captured. 
The remnants of the 


Boer rear guard remained behind and 
fought in the streets of Germiston,-but 
they were easily cleared by the Grena- 
diers. The. troops have not yet occu- 
pied Johannesburg. General French is 
now at Elandslaagte. The guards hold 
Elandsfontein and Germiston. 
The 


state entry into Johannesburg 
will 


take place tomorrow. The Boers have 
gone to Pretoria. The railroad from 
here to the Vaal river is uninjured. 


London, June 1, 4:26 p. m.—A spec- 


ial dispatch from Germiston (a suburb 
of Johannesburg) says several hundred 
Boers have sought

HEROISM. 


The Story of Her FnlthfiilncBB 


During the Dnrk Days 


• of Defeat. 


BY CAXLA ROBELY HAINES. 


A rougb exterior is often supposed to 


conceal a warm heart. This is not al- 
ways true, but in the case of Mme. 
Cronje, the wife of the Boer command- 
er, is an instance which proves that 
loyalty may be deepest where physical 
attractions are least- 


British war correspondents have not 


hesitated to poke fun at the uncouth 
nppearauce of Mrs. Crbnje au'2 "the 
dirty black dress" that she wore when 
'captured with the general at Paarde- 
berg. They Ignore the fact that she 
stood by her husband' when he suffered 
for the republic, (iiul'her devotion to a 
brave man and .a free flag seems not to 
bave appealed to their gallantry. 


Imagine, if you can, the condition un- 


der which Mine. Cronje existed during 
the ten days previous to the surrender. 
The Boers were obliged to burrow in 
the river bed like rabbits to protect 
themselves from the lyddite shells. It 
was only when Lord Roberts' farther- 
most force planted cannons on the kop- 
je t'o the eastward of the Boer trenches 
and the guns so slaughtered Cronje's 
troops that he, with his remaining 
forces, had to surrender that the condi- 
tion of the laager was disclosed. 


Among the wreckage and confusion 


which it is impossible to describe, filth 
and stench from dead horses and oxen 
and fallen warriors buried only sis 
inches beneath the soli did this brave 
woman live and at the peril of her life 
stand firmly at the side of her hus- 
band, cooking his meals, attending to 
his needs and overturning him on in the 
desperate struggle. Hidden In a hole 
actuallyt dug into the side of the river 
bank, she dared not venture out even 
to the wagons where the usual cooking 
utensils were kept. At the entrance to 
the smoke filled cave, over a small fire 


i made from- bits of wood which she 
herself had gathered in at arm's length 
from her shelter, she cooked, the frugal 
meals, using a spade as a frying pan. 


When danger seemed least, the brave 


little woman, together with the other 
women of the camp, made futile efforts 
to aid the dying and wounded who lay 
scattered about -tlie field, only to be 
obliged to retire to the sheltering ciive

of war, for in this very siege she lost 
her son. His' life might have 'been 
saved had surgical, treatment been at 
hand. 
Mme. iCrorije.ditl all that was 


possible' for a raothe'r'to do In those 
last moments* With her own hands 
she marked the burial place of her^boj 
that she might later perhaps 'return 
and find the spot. 


The change from, the • comforts of 


home on a farm to life in camp has, 
left marks on lime. Cronje which will 
ever remind her of the hardships she 
has suffered. She is esemially a'iliome 
woman, and she loved the homestead 
at Potchefstroom. 
The 32.000 acres 


that comprise the farm arc for the 
most part unfenced and unfilled, but 
the low one story stone building was 
all that could be desired for comfort. 
The inevitable stoop in front was the 
scene of many councils aud happy 
hours of uninterrupted leisure. 
The 


six room ''house, was , unusually wei: 
furnished for a farmer of the 'Bosch- 
veldt. 


There Mrs. Cronje lived with hot 


husband very much in the patriarcha 
style, surrounded by their children. 
servants and dependents. Mrs. Cron- 
je is about GO year* old. In private 
life she is very unassuming, and her 
manners, to many who have met her, 
possess a certain charm. Her fa'ce is 
pleasant and motherly to look upon 
with an expression of serious kindness. 


She lias a sharp w,it and is, accord- 


ing-to the Boer idea, a very hospitable 
hostess. Tjike Sirs. Kruger, she is said 
to have ndvlsed her husband in many 
of his military plans, and, like Presi- 
dent Kruger, Cronje accepted her coun- 


sel, believing that two heads are bet- 
ter than ono, especially in time of war. 
Though mild in manner, Mrs. Cronje 
joined her husband in the hatred he 
bears for the English, but she is never- 
theless a strange mixture of simplicity 
and bravery. 


Mine. Cronje is spoken of by the 


Londoii Daily Review as a "weazened, 
.miserable looking old woman who 
wipes her mouth with the back of her 
haad at the close of her meals." Her 
extra 'wardrobe, the chief, article of 
which was a black silk dress com- 
mandeered from Lady Sarah Wilson, is 
described as having been contained in 
a pillowcase on her arrival at Modder 
river. " 


Such conditions as these are surely 


not elevating, but what are such trifles 
compared to the love which made it 
possible for Mme. Cronje.to face the 
dangers of warfare and share the trials 
of camp life tha-t she might be true to 
the vows made years before? She ad- 
ministered whore and when it was pos- 
sible to her husband's troops, as well' 
as alleviated the miseries that are a 
part of a leader's life while in the 
field., 


Before the war Mrs. Cronje was more 


like other Boor women — robust' and 
stout—but camp life has done away 
with her physical attractions, and she 
now shows the ravages of the hard- 
ships experienced at the general's side. 


After .such faithfulness as she had 


shown, what wonder that, when her 
husband and Lord Roberts were con- 
ferring after the surrender, he should 
strenuously beg that he might not be 
separated from his v.-ife!
